nuisances  to  him.  The  French  University  is  a 
standing  grievance.  The  Liberals  complain,  that 
teaching  neither  philosophy  not  roasoning,  it  pre. 
vents  all  otbtrs  from  toaching  and  from  learning 
them.  The  clergj^,  on  the  other  hand,  complain 
that  the  Unitersity  having  no  creed  of  its  own, 
cannot  teach  one,  but  on  the  contrary,  by  teach¬ 
ing  the  history  and  the  criticism  of  past  orseds 
Christian  or  non-Christian,  it  doth  but  inculcate 
unbelief,  and  shed  respect  around  it. 

Whilst  the  Voltairians  on  one  side,  and  the 
Jesuits  on  another,  thus  disputed  the  possession  of 
the  French  University,  the  professors  and  mag¬ 
nates  of  the  University  endeavoured  to  keep  a 
middle  ground,  and  to  establish  an  eclectic  school. 
They  borrowed  from  Christianity  its  spiritualism* 
from  Voltairianism  its  freedom  of  examination,  and 
they  endeavoured  to  make  a  compromise  betwixt 
them.  But  the  jtute  milieu^  however  successful  in 
politics,  has  not  proved  so  in  philosophy,  nor  yet 
in  the  French  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
Last  year  there  was  a  terrible  outcry  against  the 
Jesuits :  the  Ministry  yielded  to  it,  aud  expelled,  at 
least  in  name,  those  worthy  fathers.  But  in  order 
to  be  even-handed,  they  at  the  same  time  struck 
at  their  enemies.  Quinet  has  been  silenced,  Mi¬ 
chelet  stopped  in  his  intention  of  carrying  on  con. 
troversial  war.  This  arbitrary  treatment  of  pro¬ 
fessors  did  not  please  the  members  of  the  Council 
of  the  University ;  and  these  members  bad  no  small 
share  of  power,  both  in  the  ordering  of  courses  of 
study  and  in  the  nomination  of  teachers.  Hitherto 
there  was  a  balance  of  influence  and  parties  in  this 
Council,  but  since  M.  St  Marc  Girardin,  in  his  dis- 
like  of  the  Jesuits,  had  gone  over  from  the  present 
Ministry  to  M.  'I  hiers,  the  Minister  had  no  longer 
any  efficient  control  over  his  council.  In  this  pre¬ 
dicament  M.  de  Salvandy  imitated  his  old  friend 
Charles  the  Tenth,  planned  a  coup  d'etat ^  and 
issued  his  ordonnances  on  the  7ih  of  December 
last.  By  those  ordonnances  he  remodelled  the 
Council,  swamped  it  with  a  number  of  new  mem¬ 
bers,  and  revoking  Napoleon’s  law  of  1811,  re¬ 
seized,  as  Minister,  full  power  over  the  direction 
of  studies  and  the  pereowul  of  his  department. 
The  old  professor-councillors  are  of  course  furious, 
and  there  has  been  much  acute  arguing  on  both 
sides. 

Not  the  least  singular  circumstance  of  the  de¬ 
bate  in  the  Chamber  of  Peers  is,  that  the  best,  the 
calmest,  the  most  wise  and  most  prudent  speech, 
was  made  by  a  madman.

Me  (the  Duke  of  Richmond)  denied  that  he  bad  forgotten  ' 
himMlf  at  all.  When  the  Timet  ncwgpgpcr  was  burnt  at 
that  meeong.  kedidmatkwtm  wkai  wot  gmmg  to  ktwpen ;  he 
had  not  the  least  Idea  that  that  was  going  to  be  done,  and 
certainly,  If  he  had  been  asked,  he  aho^  hate  said  it  wm 
Mflng  too  great  a  compliment  to  ibo  Timet.  Ho  ahouid 
ImU  thought  it  was  taking  loogr^ta^ioe  of  a  n^apaf^,  i 
the  editor  of  <*hicb,  of  course,  aUted  ^own  opinioi^  He 
(the  Duke  of  Richmond)  did  not  think  thW  t^  hg^bung 
^  that  paper  wai  a  eery  judiciotu  thing  1  mrt 
had  no  right  to  tay  he  waa  there  the  reyreaentative  of  his 
SoeereigJ  and  waa  one  of  those  wl»  htimemd  the  labourers 
to  lire  the  Tmeo  newspapar.” 

A  mao  who  bad  witiemd  otn  of  Swing’s  es- 
ploits  would  hardly  bo  oxctiiod  by  tho  atatament 
that  ho  did  oot  know  what  was  going  to  happen. , 
Bat  the  Duke  of  Richmond  never  by  any  chance 
does  knew  what  is  going  to  happen.  It  is  his 
docal  infirmity. 

THE  KEY  TO  THE  IRISH  PROMOTIONS.  ! 

It  has  long  been  notorious  that  the  Inah  Chief! 
Juatice  was  anxious  to  retire,  thinking  himself  ill-  j 
nsed  by  the  Ministry,  which  had  not  vouchsafed  a 
word  in  his  defence  when  his  conduct  to  the| 
O’Connell  trial  was  impugned.  But  Ministers 
were  not  disposed  to  gratify  this  wish.  They  j 
knew  that  the  Chief  Justice  was  as  fit  for  work  (ifj 
ever  he  was  fit)  as  when  appointed,  and  they  felt 
that  he  had  not  earnetl  his  pension.  Chief  Justice  I 
Peiinefather,  then,  might  have  had  to  toil  on  the 
bench  for  some  time  to  come,  but  for  the  lucky 
accident  that  Mr  Gladstone  was  in  want  of  a  seat. 

The  Duke  of  Newcastle  having  kicked  out  the 
Colonial  Secretary,  whai  was  to  be  done?  Why, I 
forthwith  the  case  justifying  Chief  Justice  Penne-j 
father's  retirement  and  pension  is  made  out.  The 
Master  of  the  Rolls  is  moved  up  to  the  Chief  Jus- 
tireahip,  and  .Mr  Smith,  the  Irish  Attorney-Gene¬ 
ral,  is  appointed  to  the  Rolls.  This  arrangement 
makes  a  vacancy  for  Ripon,  the  nomination  bo¬ 
rough  of  Lord  de  Grey,  into  which  scat  Mr  Glad- 
■*one  will  slip  with  hi’s  usual  invocation  of  bless¬ 
ings. 

In  these  arrangements  the  interests  of  justice 
have  not  been  in  the  slightest  degree  consulted  or 
considered.  The  only  end  and  object  was  so  to  order 
the  judgeships  as  to  open  a  seat  for  Mr  Gladstone, 
and  if  the  Chief  Justice  had  beeu  the  wisest,  the 
best,  the  most  useful  judge  that  ever  sat  on  the 
bench.  Ministers  would  without  a  ecruple  have 
consented  that  the  public  should  prematurely  lose 
bis  services,  to  contrive  to  vacate  a  teat  in  a  rotten 
borough  for  Mr  Gladstone. 

Everybody  knows  how  the  little  old  woman  who 
could  liot  get  over  the  stile,  eventually,  by  a  long 
chain  of  causation,  got  home  that  night ;  and  it  is 
by  these  Irish  promotions  that  our  little  old  woman 
finds  her  way  to  Kipoti.

•*  General  Pitlty ;  The  oscillation,  when  the  train  is  going 
at  such  a  rattf  indicates  a  danger  of  mnning  off  the  r«l.  I 
told  the  iogtae-driveri  and  other  aathorities  that  if  they 
ran  fifty  miTea  an  hour,  like  the  express  trains  on  the  Great 
Western  Railway,  the  great  likelihood  of  the  engines 
rolling  over.” 

There  is  a  contradiction  here  which  is  probably 
owing  to  an  error  in  the  teport ;  the  General  in 
one  part  of  his  evidence  seeming  to  say  that  oscil¬ 
lation  was  no  proof  of  danger,  and  afterwards  ex¬ 
plaining  that  it  indicates  danger ;  but  wamng  that 
point,  after  the  off-hand  peremptory  opinion  we 
have  quoted,  attributing  the  accident  to  speed 
alone,  the  whole  of  the  Inapector-Generars  evi¬ 
dence  tends  to  prove  that  the  main  fault  was  the 
construction  of  the  engine.  . 

"  Coroner:  Then  you  think  these  long  boiler  engines,  if 
they  sre  going  at  a  rate  exceeding  forty  (niles  per  hour,  are 
liable  to  oscillate  and  run  over  the  line  ? 

**  General  Pasley:  Yes,  I  do  think  so.  .  .  . 

**  Coroner :  Did  you  ever  anticipate  an  engine  of  this  de¬ 
scription  mectinf  with  such  an  accident  ? 

General  Pasley  :  The  fact  is,  that  I  did  not  expect '%uch 
an  accident  could  have  taken  place.  I  did  not  tnink  that 
such  an  engine  could  have  gone  at  the  speed  it  did  in  run¬ 
ning  off  the  line.” 

After  a  great  deal  of  rouudabout  dissertation, 
not  very  unlike  gossip,  the  Foreman  of  the  Jury 
brought  the  Inspector-General  to  the  point — 

**  The  Foreman:  Then,  Sir,  can  you  attribute  the  acci¬ 
dent  to  the  engine-driver  or  engineer? 

**  General  Pasley:  1  attribute  it  to  the  engine-driver  de¬ 
scending  an  inclination  at  an  unnecessary  rate,  and  partially 
to  the  peenliar  conttmetiom  of  ike  engine.  A  similar  acci¬ 
dent,  however,  might  not  occur.  I  consider  it  very  doubtful 
whether  a  similar  accident  would  have  happened  to  an 
engine  of  any  other  construction.” 

In  the  first  reply  there  was  no  qualification  about 
the  peculiar  construction,  and  all  the  fault  was 
laid  to  the  driver,  but  at  last  it  comes  out  that  the 
poor  fellow  would  not  have  been  killed  if  the  Com¬ 
pany  bad  not  given  him  a  dangerously  constructed 
engine ! 

Suppose  a  gentleman  mounts  bis  groom  on  a 
foundered  horse.  The  horse  at  a  hand-gallop  falls, 
and  the  rider  is  killad.  What  is  the  cause  of  the 
accident  ?  Was  it  the  speed,  or  the  unsafely  of  the 
horse  ;  aud  was  the  main  fault  the  groom’s  or  the 
master’s?  A  General  Pasley  woula  tell  us,  first, 
that  the  cause  wa&  the  speed  of  the  hand-gallop, 
and  afterwards  tbiu  it  was  the  speed,  dndL partially 
the  foundered  condition  of  the  horse. 

How  is  a  driver  to  know  that  his  engine  is  not 
safe  at  a  speed  at  which  other  engines  can  run 
with  safety  ?  Do  the  Company  apprise  him  that  it 
provides  an  inferior,  a  defective,  aud  dangerous 
engine? 

The  Jury  in  this  case  could  not  agree  about  the 
verdict.  ’I'be  greater  number,  led  away  by  the 
Inspector's  first  unqualified  opinion,  were  for 
attributing  the  sole  cause  of  the  mischief  to  the 
unfortunate  driver.  A  minority  of  three  more  sen- 


engine-driver  in  going  at  an  exceuive  speed.' 

**  The  dissenting  portion  of  the  jury  (three  in  number) 
remarked  that  the  verdict  they  were  desiroua  of  agreeing  to, 
was  *  Accidental  death,  caus^  by  the  misconduct  of  the 
enffine-driver  and  the  defective  construction  of  the  engine, 
and  inflicted  a  deodand  of  iOOL  on  the  engine.’ 

“  The  Coroner  aceordingly  took  the  verdict  of  the  twelve. 

"  The  Foreman  then  rose  and  aaid,  that  the  Jury  ear¬ 
nestly  reeommended  the  Board  of  Trade  to  adopt  imme¬ 
diate  step*  for  discontinuing  the  running  of  the  enfiocs 
similar  to  the  one  the  subject  of  inquiry  on  the  Norfolk 
Railway,  until  such  measures  were  adopted  as  would  render 
them  safe  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers.** 

The  recommendation  impugns  the  verdict.  Is 
it  the  fault  of  a  crew  or  of  the  shipowner  if  a  vessel 
be  lost  through  the  defectiveness  of  her  equipment 
:  or  structure  ?  The  driver  in  this  case  may  not 
I  have  worked  a  bad  engine  in  the  most  prudent 
way  ;  but  are  we  sure  that  he  had  the  knowledge 
of  iu  pecuHar  defecta,  and  whether  he  had  or  ^t 
the  main  responsibility,  for  the  mischief  lies  with 
the  Company  adopting  a  construction  ao  liable  to

^  n  the  entire  support  of  the  parish  omcers.  ii  nas 
lately  been  discovered  that  these  gardeners  are 
"n  «  c  sed  m  half  the  amount  they  ought  to  be.  which 
r  Induced  a  considerable  body  of  the  panshioners  to 
Ii!e  up  against  this  unfairness  in  the  rating.  The  rating 
the  4th  of  December  was  finished,  and  every  one  went 
Tm^with  the  idea  that,  according  to  the  faithful  promise 
of  the  parish  officers,  no  alteration  should  take  place  in 
^he  rate  -  but  these  men,  with  two  or  three  others,  subse- 
auently  met  several  times  at  the  vicarage,  when  several 
Alterations  were  made  in  the  rate-book,  which  then,  for 
f  rm’s  sake  was  taken  by  candle-light  to  the  vestry-room, 
few  yards  off,  and  was  there  signed  by  those  parish 
rthies  This  dishonourable  transaction  leaking  out, 
r  large  body  of  the  rate-payers  met  together,  and  twenty- 
five  were  selected  to  appeal  against  the  illegality  and 
unfairness  of  the  rate.  Notices  of  appeal  were  duly 
served  upon  the  overseers,  according  to  the  fith  sec.  of 
6  and  7  of  William  IV,  cap.  96.  ,  ,  . 

The  day  of  appeal  was  fixed  for  the  12th  Jan.  inst,  at 
the  Holland  Arms,  Kensington,  and  the  twenty-five  appel¬ 
lants,  including  myself,  appeared  before  the  magistrates, 
but  unprotected  by  any  legal  adviser,  as  the  mode  of 
proceeding  according  to  the  act  appeared  so  straightfor¬ 
ward  and  simple.  But  the  parish  officers,  well  knowing 
how  dishonourably  they  had  acted,  had,  in  conjunction 
with  the  said  gardeners,  clubbed  together,  and  retained 
counsel,  backed  by  a  solicitor  who  well  understands  their 
moves.’  There  was  a  full  bench  of  magistrates,— Mr 
Samuel  Flood,  chairman,  supported  right  and  left  by 
Messrs  Bogue,  France,  Perceval,  Scott,  6cc.  I  was  my¬ 
self  the  first  called  upon  to  explain  the  motives  of  my 
appeals,  three  in  number;  what  followed  I  must  com- 
niunicate  in  the  way  of  a  dialogue  or  po/ylogue  . — 

Mr  Flood  :  Did  you  duly  serve  the  notices  of  your  ap¬ 
peals  on  the  overseer  ? 

Appellant  ;  I  did. 

Mr  Flood:  Have  you  any  witness  to  prove  the  serving 
of  the  notice. 

w  Appellant  :  No.  The  act  (above  quoted)  does  not 
specify  that  this  is  necessary,  but  the  overseer  is  present 
on  whom  I  served  them,  and  of  course  he  will  have  the 
honesty  to  acknowledge  the  service  ;  allow  me  to  call  him. 

Counsel  Bodkin  :  Sir,  I  object  to  his  being  called,  there¬ 
fore,  Mr  Overseer,  answer  no  ouestions. 

Appellant  :  Mr  Overseer,  I  now  ask  you,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  this,  that  you  will  in  honesty  and  justice  come  forward 
and  state  the  truth ! 

Oeenttr  (very  much  confused,  with  an  aspect  criminal) : 
Mr  Bodkin  tells  me  not  to  answer. 

Mr  Flood:  Although  there  is  nothing  in  that  act  of 
William  IV,  stating  that  a  witness  is  required,  yet  we 
have  our  own  custom,  it  is  a  qu.bble  in  law ;  moreover,  you 
are  unprotected  by  counsel,  and  Mr  Bodkin  objects  to  your 
mode  of  proceeding,  though  it  be  according  to  that  act ;  we 
have  our  own  custom  here,  and  we  cannot  entertain  your 
case;  but  if  there  had  been  no  opposing  counsel,  we  certainly 
should  have  gone  into  it.  (Cries  of  Shame.”) 

Appellant  :  Am  I  then,  though  my  case  is  clear,  to  be 
refused  a  hearing.  Must  then  even  an  honest  cause  em¬ 
ploy  counsel  to  protect  it  ?  Good  heavens,  is  this  called 
justice,  gentlemen  ;  depend  upon  it  I  will  send  an  account 
of  this  to  the  public  press.  (Cries  of  “  Oh,  oh,”  from  the 
magistrates.) 

Other  of  the  appellants,  however,  had  taken  witnesses 
with  them  at  the  serving  of  their  notices,  but  Mr  Flood 
found  another  quibble  to  overthrow  them,  by  inquiring 
whether,  when  the  notices  were  served,  they  at  the  same 
time  gave  notice  to  the  overseer  to  produce  the  rate¬ 
book  in  court?  This  is  not  required  by  the  act,  said 
they,  but  we  told  the  overseer  to  bring  the  book  with 
him.  Oh,  that  won’t  do,  replied  Mr  Flood,  we  cannot 
entertain  your  case.  The  whole  of  the  appellants  under¬ 
went  this  farcical  examination,  termed  justice.  But  the 
monstrous  part  is,  that  the  rate-book  was  actually  in 
court  at  the  time,  yet  a  magisterial  quibble  prevents  its 
being  laid  on  the  table.  Oh  Magistrates  I  Oh  Justices ! 

Mr  Editor,  let  me  call  your  particular  attention  to  this 
fact  of  invalidating  an  act  of  Parliament,  a  cunning  trick 
to  cheat  the  unsuspecting  out  of  their  rights  and  privi¬ 
leges.

his  dinners,  and  the  civic  chair.  But  the  literary 
man  is  unplaced.  His  position  in  society  lies  ia 
that  vast  unsurveved  region  called  Nowhbeb,  in 
which  so  many  of  her  Migestv’s  poorer  lieges  Uve, 
and  breathe,  and  suffer,  and  run  a  long  course, 
and  die. 

We  say  this,  simply  because  the  truth  just 
at  this  moment  presses  upon  us ;  not  to  attract 
attention  to  the  volumes  before  us,  for  Mr 
Blanchard  was  not  precisely  in  the  above  predi¬ 
cament.  For  many  years,  indeed,  he  was  poor 
enough ;  anxious  and  disappointed  enough ;  and 
he  struggled  resolutely  against  the  har&hips  of 
his  destiny,  like  one  on  whose  shoulders  Fate  had 
set  a  burthen  that  he  knew  must  be  carried  to  the 
grave,  and  which,  in  fact,  he  did  carry,  until  the 
most  terrible  of  maladies  came  down  upon  and 
conquered  him,  as  it  has  before  and  since  con¬ 
quered  many  an  able  man.  For  two-and-forty 
years  he  maintained  his  great  battle  with  Fortune, 
and  then  gave  up  the  contest. 

We  knew  him,  for  the  last  fifteen  years  of  his  life, 
well — for  the  greater  part  of  that  time  most  inti¬ 
mately  ;  and  we  can  safely  say  that  a  man  of  more 
kind,  gentle,  cheerful,  and  generous  nature  never 
came  within  the  circle  of  our  knowledge.  He  was 
utterly  without  malice  or  envy  of  any  sort.  With 
small,  very  small  means,  he  nevertheless  managed 
so  as  to  bestow  many  benefits  on  others.  A 
stranger  in  need,  a  friend  in  trouble,  never  found 
him  wanting.  He  gave  what  be  could.  He  wae 
the  most  agreeable  of  companions :  he  always 
brought  sunshine  to  one’s  board.  Ill  or  well,  busy 
or  at  leisure,  his  cheerfulness  never  forsook  him. 
He  had  a  kind  word  for  every  one ;  a  laugh  for 
those  who  were  hostile  or  ungrateful  towards  him¬ 
self;  a  sublimation  of  gratitude  and  good-wili  for 
any  little  acts  of  kindness  done  or  designed  by  hie 
friends. 

We  thought  little  of  the  admirable  writer  while 
we  had  the  dear  and  valued  friend  beside  us; 
but  it  needs  not  that  we  should  add,  he  was  also 
a  man  of  fine  wit  and  subtle  thought,  and  no  indif¬ 
ferent  writer  of  poetry. 

The  present  volumes  contain  a  collection  of  hie 
prose  essays,  written  on  the  spur  of  the  moment, 
and  scattered  over  various  periodical  works.  At 
the  head  is  a  biography  from  the  pen  of  Sir  Edward 
Bulwer  Lytton ;  an  affectionate  and  earnest  tri¬ 
bute  ;  as  pleasingly  written,  and  with  as  strong  a 
championship  of  the  duties  and  rights  of  men  of 
letters,  as  his  delightful  Life  of  Schiller.  Who 
will  not  deeply  sympathise  with  its  opening  sen¬ 
tences  that  knew  anything  of  Laman  Blanchard  I 
*'  To  most  of  those  who  have  mixed  generally  with  tW 
men  who,  in  our  day,  have  chosen  literature  as  their  |p«o- 
fession,  the  name  of  Laman  Blanchard  brings  recolleclioRo 
of  peculiar  tenderness  and  regret.  Amidst  a  career  which 
the  keenness  of  anxious  rivalry  renders  a  sharp  probation 
to  the  temper  and  the  affections,  oftenyet  more  embittered

The  Government  has  taken  great  offence  at  this  mani¬ 
festo,  and  the  young  prince  has  received  orders  to  leave 
Madrid  within  forly-eignt  hours.  Passports  were  sent 
him  for  Ferrol,  where  the  ship  of  which  he  has  the  com¬ 
mand  ia  now  lying;  and  it  is  stated  in  the  *  Eco  del 
Comercio’  that  on  his  arrival  there  he  will  find  further 
orders,  which  will  give  him  the  pleasure  of  a  trip  to  the 
Philippine  Islands  or  some  other  distant  region.  It  is 
reported,  however,  that  Don  Enrico  has  resigned  his 
commission  in  the  navy,  and  refuses  to  go.  The  address 
of  the  Senate  was  presented  to  the  Queen  on  the  6th  by 
a  deputation  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  Queen’s  Marriage. — It  is  stated  that  a  courier 
attached  to  the  Spanish  Cabinet,  despatched  from 
Madrid  on  the  5th  inst.,  after  the  division  which  gave  a 
majority  in  favour  of  Ministers  of  117  votes  to  32  in  the 
Congress  of  Deputies,  passed  on  the  7th  through  Bayonne, 
on  hit  road  to  Kome  and  Naples,  with  despatches  lor  the 
Spanish  Ambassadors  at  those  Courts,  assuring  them  that 
nothing  hereafter  could  prevent  the  projected  marriage 
of  Queen  Isabella  with  Count  Trapani,  the  youngest 
brother  of  the  King  of  Naples.  The  Madrid  papers  of 
the  7th  stale  that  the  address  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
in  answer  to  the  Queen's  speech,  was  agreed  to  alter  a 
long  discussion,  and  presented  the  same  day  to  her 
Majesty. 

PORTUGAL. 

I  Opening  of  the  Cortes. — The  annual  session  of 
the  Cortes  was  opened  on  the  2nd  inst.  by  the  Queen  in 
person.  The  chief  points  dwelt  upon  in  the  Royal  speech 
are  the  extension  of  the  treaty  of  commerce  concluded 
with  Prussia  to  the  states  constituting  the  Zollverein, 
the  suppression  of  the  slave  trade,  and  the  state  of  the 
public  credit,  which  is  declared  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

BELGIUM. 

Tariff  War  with  Holland. — The  King  of  the 
Netherlands  having  lately  raised  the  Custom-house  duties 
on  several  articles  entering  his  dominions  from  Belgium, 
the  Belgian  Government  has  lost  no  time  in  making  re¬ 
prisals.  The  decree  of  the  King  of  Holland  is  dated  the 
5th  of  January,  1846.  On  the  7th  it  was  known  at 
Brussels,  and  on  the  same  evening  an  express  was  sent 
to  the  King,  who  happened  to  be  in  the  Forest  of  Ar¬ 
dennes,  with  a  decree,  which  was  immediately  signed, 
and  which  was  published  in  Brussels  on  the  9th.  This 
decree,  after  setting  forth  that  certain  articles  of  colonial 
produce  coming  from  Holland  had  been  favoured,  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  state,  "  that  considering  that  the  Government  of 
the  Netherlands  had,  by  its  determination  of  the  5th  of 
January,  made  changes  in  its  customs  duties  which  are 
prejudicial  to  Belgian  industry  and  trade,"  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  determined  that  **  coffee,  being  the  produce  of 
the  Dutch  colonies  in  the  East  Indies,  and  tobacco, 
imported  from  the  Netherlands  into  Belgium,  shall  be 
provisionally  subjected  to  the  ordinary  duties  set  forth  in 
the  tarift." 

GERMANY. 

Insurrection  at  Thorn. — The  Hamburg  papers  of 
the  9th  inst.  contain  accounts  from  Berlin  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  effect: — The  important  intelligence  has  just  been 
spread  that  on  the  30th  of  December  a  conspiracy  was 
discovered  at  Thorn,  which  was  to  have  broken  out  on 
the  Slst  in  West  Prussia,  Posen,  and  Russian  Poland. 
The  intention  of  the  conspirators  is  said  to  have  been  to 
get  possession  of  Grandenz  aud  Thorn,  especially  the 
latter.  The  news  has  excited  the  greatest  astonishment 
and  no  small  bustle  in  the  public  offices.  The  7th  and 
21st  Regiments  of  Infantry,  the  1st  of  Hulans,  and  a 
battery  of  Artillery,  are  ordered  to  proceed  with  all 
haste  to  Thorn,  to  reinforce  the  garrison.  Thorn  and 
Grandenx  are  declared  in  a  state  of  siege.  Though  it  is 
presumed  that  no  fears  are  now  to  be  entertained  respect¬ 
ing  the  tranquillity  of  the  Prussian  provinces,  we  do  not 
know  what  is  passing  in  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  from 
which  news  is  expected  every  hour.

Tii£  Militia. — As  some  erroneous  ideas  are  formed 
upon  this  subject,  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  in  the  last 
session  of  Parliament  an  act  was  passed  suspending  the 
provisions  of  that  of  George  III,  for  the  raising  of  the 
Militia  until  October  next,  with  however  the  provision 
that  her  Majesty  may  order  the  adoption  of  any  neces¬ 
sary  proceedings,  even  during  such  suspension.  An  order 
in  council  has  been  issued  for  the  distribution  of  the  bal¬ 
loting  papers,  which  have  already  been  circulated  in  seve¬ 
ral  of  tliemetropolitan  parishes.  Immediately  on  Parliament 
assembling  a  new  act  will  be  applied  for  to  extend  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  former  act.  The  regiments  intended  for  duty 
in  Sussex,  Kent,  and  other  counties  adjoining  to  the  sea 
coast,  will  be  first  called  out.  The  term  of  service,  ac¬ 
cording  to  regulations  of  the  last  act,  is  five  years,  and  all 
grounds  of  exemption  must  be  stated  at  the  court  of  appea  1 
for  consideration  thereon.  It  is  not  likely  that  any  mea¬ 
sures  will  be  adopted  respecting  the  Irish  Militia,  until 
those  of  England  and  Scotland  shall  have  been  completed. 
It  may  be  understood,  likewise,  that  the  staff  of  the  Irish, 
as  well  as  the  English  uud  Scotch  bodies,  is  being  com¬ 
pleted  with  much  despatch.

Death  op  Mr  Isaac  Cohen. — The  sudden  death  of 
Mr  Isaac  Cohen,  the  brother  of  Mrs  Rothschild,  long  « 
leading  and  highly^respectable  member  of  the  Stock 
Exchange,  has  produced  a  considerable  sensation  amongst 
the  elder  class  of  liis  associates,  and  universal  regret 
amongst  the  Hebrews.  Mr  Cohen  is  supposed  to  have 
died  worth  about  half  a  million  sterling ;  and  for  many 
years  past,  we  are  credibly  informed,  he  made  a  rule  to 
distribute  twenty-dve  per  cent,  of  his  current  annual 
expenditure  in  unostentatious  charity.  The  loss  sustained 
by  the  recipients  of  his  bounty  by  his  sudden  demise  may, 
therefore,  be  better  conceived  than  described.  Mr  Cohen 
had  also  often  rendered  himself  conspicuous  for  assisting 
unfortunate  members  of  the  Stock  Exchange  when  their 
conduct  merited  such  support;  and  many  individuals  owe 
their  success  in  life  to  the  interest  he  took  in  their  welfare 
Mr  Cohen  sat  down  to  dinner  with  hb  family  on  Satur¬ 
day,  in  apparent  good  health,  when  he  was  suddenly 
seixed  with  an  apoplectic  fit,  and  survived  only  a  few 
hours.

The  Naval  Retirement. — Reports  are  very  current 
among  naval  people  that  the  retirement  of  three  hundred 
captains  is  to  be  out  this  week.  It  is  to  be  part  of  the 
arrangement  for  the  first  hundred  to  be  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral,  but  only  a  portion  of  them 
eligible  for  continued  advancement  to  vice  and  full 
admiral.  Should  this  new  plan  be  adopted,  the  ^point- 
ments  held  by  Captains  Sir  F.  Collier,  C.B.,  Richard 
Arthur,  C.B  .  Phipps  Hornby,  C.B.,  Sir  Thos.  Fellowes, 
C.B.,  Geo.  Mowbray,  and  G.  T.  Falcon,  will  be  in  the 
gift  of  the  Admiralty,  also  the  four  captains’  of  Greenwich 
Hospital,  and  about  twelve  captains  good-service  pensions 
of  ISO/,  per  annum.  The  business  is  to  be  settled  before 
tbt  meeting  of  Parliament. 

The  Stuart  Papers. — Her  Majesty,  it  is  stated,  has 
sanctioned  the  publication  of  the  Stuart  Papers,  from 
original  documents  in  her  Majesty’s  possession.  The 
correspondence  of  Bishop  Atterbury  is  now  in  the  press, 
and  will  be  followed  by  the  letters  and  papers  of  Lord 
Bolingbroke,  the  Earl  of  Mar,  the  Duke  of  Wharton,  and 
others. 

Her  Majesty’s  Theatre. — We  believe  that  the 
report  in  circulation  that  the  lessee  has  engaged  Madame 
Tadolini,  so  long  the  prieut  dtmna  of  Vienna,  may  be 
relied  upon  as  accurate.

Egyptian  Antiquities.— The  Hall  of  the  Ancestors 
of  Fouthines,  a  monument  of  Egyptian  archwology, 
upwards  of  3,500  years  old,  has  just  been  placed  in  the 
Royal  library  of  Paris.  M.  Presse,  a  French  traveller, 
in  1842,  conceived  the  idea  of  transporting  this  interest¬ 
ing  relic  of  antiquity  to  France,  and  having  had  the 
stones  carefully  removed,  they  were  packed  up  in  cases,  i 
and  shipped  on  beard  a  vessel.  It  now  appears  exactly  I 
as  it  stood  at  Karnak ;  sixty  statues,  of  natural  height,  form 
a  part  of  this  collection,  as  also  a  papyrus,  three  metres 
in  length. 

Prussian  Morals. — At  Berlin,  at  12  o’clock  on 
Christmas  eve,  all  the  licensed  houses  of  ill-fame  were, 
by  command  of  the  authorities,  for  ever  shut  up.  The 
unfortunate  women  were  released  from  all  debts  they 
might  owe  to  the  proprietors  of  the  houses,  who,  it  is 
believed,  are  to  be  indemnified  for  their  losses.  The 
discarded  women  are  to  be  sent  home  to  their  relations 
in  the  country,  at  the  public  expense,  and  there  main¬ 
tained  until  places  are  found  for  them  as  servants  or 
otherwise,  either  by  the  police  or  by  benevolent  societies. 
Such  as  belong  to  the  city,  or  prove  to  be  incorrigible,  are  j 
to  be  either  sent  to  the  house  of  correction,  or  kept  under  < 
the  superintendence  of  the  police  until  they  are  placed.

Mortality  of  the  Mrrofolis. — The  table  of  the 
(leatha  rrgiatered  in  the  metropolis  during  the  week  end¬ 
ing  Saturday,  Jan.  10,  1846,  exhibits  a  ronsiderable 
diminution  as  eompared  with  the  week  preceding.  In 
the  week  ending  Jan.  S,  the  total  number  of  deaths,  ex¬ 
cept  from  violence,  was  1,061  ;  in  the  week  ending 
Jan.  10  it  was  945  The  total  number  of  deaths  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  week  ending  Jan  10,  including  deaths  from 
violence,  was  972.  Diseases  of  the  lungs  and  other 
organs  of  respiration  appear  to  have  been  very  fatal 
during  the  last  week,  308  deaths  appearing  under  that 
head  in  the  table,  which  is  a  larger  number  than  appears 
under  any  other.

The  Emperor  of  Russia.—"  A  letter  from  Venice,’’ 
says  the  * ConstitutionneF  "speaks  of  the  extraordinary 
precautions  taken  by  the  Emperor  Nicholas  to  escape  all 
attempts  that  might  be  made  against  his  life.  On  his 
arrival  at  Padua,  he  himself  visited  the  apartment  in 
which  he  was  to  sleep,  striking  the  walls  of  his  bed¬ 
chamber  with  a  hammer.  He  then  caused  the  mattresses 
of  the  bed  to  be  removed  and  replaced  by  a  leather 
mattress,  which  was  filled  with  hay  under  his  eyes.  The 
Emperor  refused  to  taste  any  of  the  dishes  prepared  for 
his  supper,  and  called  for  his  travelling  case,  out  of  which 
he  took  a  bottle  of  Malaga  wine  and  a  cold  roast  fowl, 
which  he  shared  with  Count  Orloff.  At  Venice,  the 
public  expected  him  with  much  impatience  at  the  theatre, 
but  he  remained  in  the  bottom  of  tbe  box  and  could 
scarcely  be  seen.  Count  Orlufif  sat  in  the  front,  attired 
in  a  rich  uniform.  When  the  play  was  over,  four  car¬ 
riages  drove  up  to  the  gate,  and  nobody  could  tell  which 
was  the  one  intended  for  the  Emperor.  The  same  pre¬ 
caution  was  observed  when  he  left  Venice,  and  no  one 
could  tell  whether  the  Emperor  repaired  by  sea  or  land 
to  Trieste.”

The  engine  of  the  mineral  train  was  also  serious¬ 
ly  damaged,  but  not  to  the  extent  of  the  passenger  engine, 
which  was  a  remarkably  powerful  one  and  nearly  new. 

Singular  Discovery. — A  few  days  since  a  poor  man, 
residing  in  New  Romney,  discovered  by  accident,  in  the 
crevice  of  an  old  beam  extending  across  the  room  in  which 
he  lived,  something  which  haa  the  appearance  of  ravel 
paper,  and,  on  removing  the  same,  he  found  within  it  a  bill 
of6  000f.  Elated  with  his  supposed  good  fortune,  he  was 


Paris  to  Rouen  and  Barentin.  The  accident,  to  all  appear¬ 
ance,  will  have  none  of  the  serious  consequences  at  first 
anticipated  from  it.  The  manager  publishes  the  following 
note  from  Mr  Locke,  which  contains  that  gentleman’s  first 
notions  respecting  the  cause  of  the  disaster,  and  which  is 
to  be  followed  by  a  more  detailed  report:  “At  present  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  the  precise  causes  of  this  disaster. 
The  arch  which  first  fell  was  that  on  which  the  ballast  was 
placed.  Its  fall  may  possibly  have  been  caused  by  the 
inequality  of  the  lading,  the  weight  of  ballast  lying  more  on 
one  side  than  the  other  of  ihe  arch.  The  giving  way  of  the 
latter  may  have  occasioned  the  falling  in  of  the  rest  of  the 
construction.  The  late  thaw,  by  which  the  mortar  whs 
softened  and  the  solidity  of  the  arch  diminished,  and  the 
unequal  distribution  of  the  ballast  at  the  lime,  may  have 
destroyed  the  equdibrium  of  the  whole.  No  one  was  hurt. 
The  repairs  will  be  commenced  immediately.  The  accident 
will  cause  the  contractors  a  loss  of  500, UOO  or  600,000f.  and 
'  w’ill  occasion  two  or  three  months*  delay  in  the  opening  of 
the  line." 

Singular  Escape. — It  it  said  that  just  at  the  moment 
before  the  fall  of  the  viaduct  of  Barentin,  M.  Lorgery,  flour 
met  chant,  of  Paviily,  was  about  to  cross  one  of  the  arches 
in  his  cabriolet,  when  the  horse  stopped  short  and  refused 
to  pass.  M.  Lorgery  struck  him  with  his  whip,  but  all  in 
vain — he  refused  to  stir.  At  the  same  moment  the  fall  took 
I  place.  The  water  of  the  river  was  poisoned  with  the  quan¬ 
tity  offline  that  fell  in,  and  a  great  number  of  fish  came  to 
the  surface  dead. 

Dreadful  Murder  in  Jersey. — Another  dreadful 
murder  was  perpetrated  at  Seward's  cafb.  Royal-square,  on 
Friday  moniing,  at  a  quarter  past  two.  The  victim  of  this 
fearful  deed  is  Mr  Abraham,  optician,  known  for  many 
years  in  the  Channel  Islands,  which  he  visited  occasionally. 
In  the  course  of  Thursday  night  Mr  Nicolle,  hatter,  of 
King  street,  visited  Mr  Seward’s  cafe,  and  shortly  after  a 
dispute  arose  between  them  respecting  two  bottles  of  wine 
charged  to  Mr  N.,  but  which  he  relused  to  pay,  using  very 
high  language  towards  Mr  Seward,  and  challenged  to  fight 
him  then  in  the  square;  but  Mr  Seward  returned  and 
joined  the  company  in  doors,  which  consisted  of  Mr  Jetfery, 
Mr  Bowdidge,  jun.,  Mr  C.  du  Pont,  and  Miss  Cook,  Mr 
Seward's  housekeeper.  Only  a  few  minutes  had  elapsed 
when  a  report  of  fire-arms  was  heard,  the  contents  of  wliich 
had  entered  the  caf6,  and  in  another  moment  its  effect  was 
visible  by  the  almost  instant  death  of  Mr  Abraham,  he 
having  been  struck  in  the  back  by  three  pistol  bullets,  one 
of  which  passed  through  his  body,  coming  out  about  the 
centre  of  tiis  breast.  Miss  Cook,  who  stood  near  the  table, 
was  shot  through  the  left  hand  and  hip,  the  ball  having 
p^reviously  passed  between  Mr  Seward’s  breast  and  Mr 
Bowdidge’s  head  ;  fortunately  the  young  lady’s  life  is  nut 
considered  in  danger.  Mr  Seward  and  Mr  Bowdidge,  on 
hearing  the  report,  instantly  ran  out  as  far  as  Nicolle’s 
house,  when  they  heard  a  door  slam  ;  they  then  tried  the 
door,  but  found  it  fastened  on  the  inside.  The  police  were 
immediately  on  the  alert,  and  made  diligent  search  for  the 
assassin,  but  to  no  purpose,  not  considering  it  prudent  to 
search  his  house  till  daylight.  Several  of  the  police  kept  a 
strict  guard  around  the  house  till  half-past  seven,  when  a

Act. — A  most  diabolical  attempt  to  injure 


Diabolical  .  . 

ahiithly  respectable  family  residing  in  the  city  of  Oxford 
was  made  on  the  night  of  Friday  last,  between  the  hours  , 
often  and  eleven  o’clock,  but  was  most  providentially  frus¬ 
trated.  It  appears  that  the  policeman  on  duty,  on  the  | 
above  evening,  observed  at  a  distance  something  attached  < 
to  the  front  sitting-room  window  of  Mr  Samuel  Quarter- 
maine,  who  resides  in  Alfred  street,  High  street.  He  Im-  ' 
mediately  went  to  the  window-shutter  and  took  it  down,  | 
when  he  discovered  that  it  was  of  a  combustible  nature.  He  i 
then  took  it  into  the  house,  and  to  the  horror  and  consterna¬ 
tion  of  Mr  Quartermaine  and  family  it  proved  to  be  a  pe¬ 
tard,  containing  three  and  a  half  ounces  of  gunpowder, 
bound  very  tightly  round  with  paper  forty  folds  thick,  and 
covered  with  string  which  had  the  appearance  of  having 
been  dipped  in  turpentine,  the  whole  weighing  eleven 
ounces  and  a  half.  It  was  attached  to  the  shutter  by  an  awl 
similar  to  those  used  by  harness- makers  and  shoe-makers, 
having  the  mark  of  wax-thread  round  the  handle ;  and  upon 
further  investigation  it  was  discovered  that  the  fusee  had  ; 
been  lighted  and  had  partially  burnt  the  shutter,  but 
fortunately,  owing  to  the  materials  being  damp,  it  did  not  . 
explode.  If  it  had,  the  consequences  must  have  been  dread-  j 
ful  in  the  extreme,  as  Mr  Quartermaine  had  all  his  family  j 
and  a  friend  at  his  house  that  evening,  who  were  sitting  in  I 
the  front  parlour.  Himself  and  daughter  were  occupying 
seats  close  to  the  window,  and  had  the  explosion  taken 
place,  they  could  not  have  possibly  escaped  with  their  lives. 

A  reward  of  100/.  has  been  offered  for  the  discovery  of  the 
miscreant,  and  we  hope  ere  long  that  he  will  be  brought  to 
condign  punishment.  Mr  Quartermaine  is  a  highly  re¬ 
spectable  livery  stable-keeper,  and  is  well-known  in  the 
sporting  world. 

Fatal  Railway  Accident — The ‘ Canterbury  Journal’ ' 
gives  the  following  account  of  the  accident  on  the  South-  | 
Eastern  Railway  ; — “  A  dreadful  accident  occurred  on  ' 
Tuesday,  between  Sarre  and  Minster,  on  the  line  of  the  I 
South-Eastern  Railway.  A  new  engine,  going  at  a  great  j 
speed,  went  beyond  the  rails,  and  turned  over,  crushing  to 
death  a  poor  fellow  named  Hollands,  and  injuring  two  i 
others,  one  of  them  severely.  An  inquest  was  held  the  fol-  | 
lowing  day  before  Mr  Delasaux,  Coroner,  when  it  appeared  i 
in  evidence  that  there  were  eight  waggons  laden  with  sand 
in  the  train.  The  rail  being  slippery  from  the  frost,  the  train 
was  proceeding  with  greater  speed  than  usual ;  and,  owing 
to  the  fo^  which  prevailed,  being  about  half-past  seven  in 
the  morning,  the  driver  did  not  perceive  that  he  had  arrived 
so  near  the  end  of  the  rail  till  his  attention  was  called  to  it 
by  one  of  the  men,  when  he  immediately  shut  off  the  steam 
and  put  down  the  breaks  ;  but  too  late  to  prevent  the  acci- 


crew  perished  from  exhaustion.  The  gig  was  picked  up 
seventeen  miles  at  sea — everything  in  her  but  the  oars. 

Incendiary  Fire  in  Camden  Town.— On  Tuesday 
night,  shortly  after  nine  o’clock,  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Camden  town  was  thrown  into  a  state  of  excitement  by  the 
simultaneous  outbreak  of  no  fewer  than  four  separate  fires, 
which  there  is  every  reason  to  conclude  were  the  work  of 
some  vile  incendiary.  At  the  time  previously  stated  three 
police  constables  were  going  their  rounds  past  Hawley  fields, 
Camden  town,  when  one  of  them  had  his  attention  suddenly 
directed  towards  the  western  corner  house  of  a  pile  of  four 
newly-erected  habitations,  situate  in  the  fields,  by  per¬ 
ceiving  an  unusual  light  therein.  At  the  first  the  officer 
imagined  that  the  light  was  caused  by  some  of  the  work¬ 
men  drying  the  building,  but  as  it  increased  in  strength,  he 
hastened  across  the  fields  to  examine  the  place,  when  he 
found  immense  bodies  of  smoke  pouring  forth  from  the  roof 
and  windows,  which  at  once  satisfied  him  that  the 
building  was  on  fire.  Without  delay  the  alarm  was  raised 
in  the  usual  way,  and  the  officer  being  quickly  joined  by 
other  constables,  an  attempt  was  at  once  made  to  extin¬ 
guish  the  flames  by  pouring  buckets  of  water  upon  them. 
Whilst  the  constables,  however,  were  passing  the  three 
other  houses,  they  discovered,  to  their  amazement,  that  the 
other  corner  house  was  also  on  fire  at  the  buck ;  and  in  the 
course  of  a  few  seconds  afterwards  they  found  out  that  the 
remaining  two  houses  were  likewise  in  flames.  A  messenger 


w'as  therefore  despatched  to  the  several  stations  of  fire 
brigade  and  to  the  West  of  England  office,  with  intelligence 
of  the  circumstance.  In  the  meantime  the  police  exerted 
themselves  to  stop  the  flames,  and,  aided  by  the  engines 
which  subsequently  arrived,  the  tires  were  eventually  got 
under.  The  firemen,  upon  examining  the  premises  alter 
the  fire  was  gut  out,  found  that  the  flames  could  not  by  any 
possibility  have  spread  of  themselves  from  one  house  to  the 
other.  They  also  found  that  the  fire  had  commenced  in 
every  place  about  the  staircases.  Under  the  flooring  of  the 
stairs  belonging  to  the  house  that  was  the  least  burned, 
they  found  the  remains  of  a  wooden  candlestick,  such  as  is 
used  by  carpenters,  and  at  the  side  of  it  was  discovered 
about  an  inch  and  a  half  of  a  candle-wick,  the  tallow  hav. 
ing  become  melted  and  run  away.  A  similar  discovery  they 
made  in  the  next  house,  and  from  the  fact  of  layers  of 
shavings  having  been  found  crammed  under  the  floorings, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  some  one  had  entered 
the  buildings  at  an  early  hour  of  the  evening,  laid  the  trains 
of  shavings,  and  placed  in  each  a  lighted  candle,  in  the  ex¬ 
pectation  that  the  whole  four  houses  would  become  ignited 
at  the  same  moment. 

Dreadful  Explosion  of  Fire-damp  in  Monmouth¬ 
shire. — On  Wednesday  morning  a  fearful  explosion  of  fire¬ 
damp  occurred  near  Newport,  at  the  works  of  Mr  John 
Russell,  of  Risca,  accompanied  with  a  frightful  loss  of  life. 
It  appears  that  a  great  number  of  the  workmen  had  been
